Since  1925,  the  proportion  of  cash  income  received  from  crops  has 
tended  downward .  w|th  emphasis  being  placed  on  increased  livestock 
production  in.  1942,  and  in  view  of  probable  purchases  for  the  lend- 
lease  program  and  the  high  level  of  consumer  incomes  in  prospect  - 

THIS  TREND    IS  LIKELY  TO  BE   ACCENTUATED   NEXT  YEAR.      It    IS  ALSO  PROBABLE 
THAT  THE  PROPORTION  OF    INCOME   FROM  BASIC  CROPS  WILL  BE  SMALLER  NEXT 
YEAR,    AS    INCOME   FROM  THESE   PRODUCTS  WAS    INCREASED  SUBSTANTIALLY  THIS 
YEAR  BY  THE   LARGE  WHEAT  CROP,   BY  THE   REDEMPTION   OF  COTTON,   WHEAT,  AND 
CORN  FORMERLY  PLACED  UNDER  LOAN,   AND  BY  THE  CURRENT  LOAN  PROGRAM. 
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THE    f  A  R  I    INCOME  SITUATION 
Summary 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  payments  in  November 
totaled  1,313  million  dollars,  compared  with  1,^85  million  dollars  in  October 
and  3k2  million  dollars  in  November  last  year.     Income  from  meat  animals, 
cotton,  tobacco,  soybeans,  end  most  grains  except  wheat  and  rice,  declined 
more  than  seasonally  from  October  to  November,  but  income  from  wheat,  rice, 
potatoes,  and  dry  edible  beans  made  less  than  the  usual  seasonal  decline, 
and  income  from  sugar  crops,  tree  nuts,  and  several  fruits  were  uo  sharply 
after  seasonal  adjustment,  so  that  the  total  income  from  farm  marketings  de- 
clined less  than  usual  from  October  to  November.    Production  of  milk  and  eggs 
continued  at  record  levels  for  this  season  of  the  year,  and  marketings  of  all 
types  of  poultry  were  larger  than  usual  in  November.     The  increase  over  the 
corresponding  month  last  year  in  income  from  poultry  products  was  the  largest 
recorded  in  any  month  this  year.    Government  payments  in  November  totaled  68 
million  dollars,  compared  with  79  million  dollars  in  November  19^0  and  hj, 
million  dollars  in  October. 

After  adjustment  for  the  usual  seasonal  variations,  cash  income  from 
farm  marketings  in  November  totaled  II3.O  percent  of  the  192.U-29  average, 
compared  with  the  revised  estimate  of  111. 5  for  October  and  79»5  f°r  November 
last  year.    Increases  in  income  from  grains,  fruits,  vegetables,  sugar  crops, 
dairy  products  and  poultry,  after  allowance  for  the  usual  seasonal  changes, 
more  than  offset  declines  in  the  seasonally  adjusted  income  from  cotton, 
tobacco,  meat  animals,  and  miscellaneous  products. 

Eor  the  first  11  months  of  19^1,   cash  income  and  Government  payments 
totaled  10,U38  million  dollars  compared  with  8,257  million  dollars  in  the 
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same  period  of  19*40.     Income  from  farm  marketings  totaled  9*986  million  dol- 
lars, 32  percent  more  than  the  7 » 5^1  million  dollars  received  from  January 
through  November  last  year.    All  groups  of  commodities  have  recorded  sharp 
increases  in  income,  hut  the  greatest  increases  have  "been  in  returns  from 
cotton  and  cottonseed,  meat  animals,  poultry. and  eggs,  and  grains.  Govern- 
ment payments  in  the  first  11  months  of  19^1: totaled  502  million  dollars 
compared  with  696  million  dollars  from  January. to  November  last  year. 

Favorable  fall  weather  for  crop  and  livestock .production  throughout 
most  of  the  United  States,  together  with  continued  improvement  in  the  demand 
for  farm  products,  has  resulted  in  a  total  cash  income  for  the  year  somewhat 
larger  than  was  anticipated  earlier  in  the  year.    The  indicated  income  for 
December,  "based  upon  probable  marketings  and  prices  to  farmers,  added  to  the 
estimates  of  the  income  for  the  first  11  months  of  the  year  gives  a  total  in- 
come from  farm  marketings  for  the  year  of  about  11  billion  dollars,  ~}2  percent 
more  than  the  income  received  from  farm  marketings  in  19^0.    Total  cash  farm 
income,  including  Government  payments,  is  indicated  to  total  11,600  million 
dollars  in  19^-1.     This  is  the  highest  income  received  by  farmers  since  1920 
and  compares  with  9»120  million  dollars  received  in  19^0.

CASH  FARM'  INCOME  IN  19^1  EXPECTED  TO  BE  NEARLY  2,500 
MILLION  DOLLARS  OVER  I9U0 

The  estimates  of  cash  farm  income  for  the  first  11  months  of  19^-1 
together  with  an  allowance  for  probable  marketings,  prices  received  "by  pro- 
ducers, and  Government  payments  in  December,  indicate  a  total  cash  farm  income 
for  19^1  of  approximately  11,600  million  dollars.     This  compares  with  9*120 
million  dollars  in  I9U0  and  is  the  highest  total  for  any  year  since  1920, 
when  cash  farm  income  totaled  12,b08  million  dollars.    Of  the  indicated  total 
cash  farm  income  in  19^-1 ,  11  billion  dollars  was  received  from  farm  marketings 
and  600  million  from  Government  payments. 

Preliminary  estimates  of  cash  income  for  1939  and  19^0  together  with 
tentative  estimates  for  19*+1  are  given  by  commodities  in  the  following  table. 
These  estimates  of  income  are  subject  to  revision  as  more  complete  data  on

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marketings  and  prices  for  December  "become  available,  and  the  review  of  sales 
and  prices  by  States  and  by  commodities  for  1939  and  is  completed,  but 

they  provide 'an  approximate  indication  of  the  changes  in  income  from  the 
various  commodities  in  the  past  2  years.    According  to  the  tentative  es- 
timates of  income  for  19*4-1,  the  greatest  increase  in  income  was  from  oil- 
bearing  crops,  particularly  cottonseed  and  soybeans,  income  from  which  was 
more  than  twice  as  large  as  in  19*4-0.    Other -major  crops  recording  marked 
increases  in  income  were  wheat,  rye,  grain  sorghums,  cotton  lint,  apples, 
grapes,  and  sugarcane.     Income  from  many  minor  fruits  and  from  nut  crops 
also  recorded  sharp  increases  over  19*4-0.     Corn.  and.  potatoes  were  the  only 
major  crops  for  which  income  in  I9UI  was  less  than,  in  19*40.     Corn  market- 
ings were  reduced  during  19*4-1,  as  much  smaller  quantities  of  corn  were  placed 
under  loan,  and  income  from  potatoes  was:  down  because  of  the  unusually  low 
prices  during  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

All  of  the  various  items  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  recorded 
substantial  increases  in  income  in  19*4-1,  but  .the  greatest  increases  were  in 
the  returns  from  hogs  and  eggs.     Income  from -all  livestock  and  livestock 
products  in  19*11  was  31  percent  higher  than  a  ye^.r  earlier,  but  income  from 
hogs  was  up  58  percent  and  income  from  eggs  up  36  percent  as  a  result  of  in- 
creases both  in  volume  of  marketings  and- in  prices.

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OCTOBER  INCOME  BY  REGIONS  MD  BY  STATES 

Although  the  revised  estimate  of  United  States  cash  farm  income  and 
Government  payments  in  October  of  1,442  million  dollars  was  32  percent 
higher  than  in  October  last  year,  income  in  South  Carolina,  Texas,  Nevada, 
and  Nebraska  was  smaller.    The  unusually  small  cotton  crop  in  South  Carolina 
was  a  factor  reflected  in  the  23-percent  decline  in  cash  farm  income  in 
marketings  in  that  State  during  October.    The  decline  in  cash  income  in 
Texas  also  resulted  largely  from  reduced  income  from  cotton,  as  unfavorable 
weather  for  picking  retarded  cotton  marketings  in  October.    Returns  both 
from  crops  and  from  livestock  in  Nevada  were  smaller  in  October  this  year 
than  last,  and  in  Nebraska  income  was  reduced  because  of  declines  in  income 
from  fruits  and  potatoes  and  the  sharp  decline  in  Government  payments.  In 
all  of  the  remaining  States  income  was  substantially  higher  than  a  year 
earlier,  the  increases  ranging  from  8  percent  in  New  Mexico  to  more  than 
100  percent  in  North  Dakota  and  Montana. 

The  increase  in  October  income  in  the  different  geographic  regions 
over  October  last  year  ranged  from  l4  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  region 
to  4-3  percent  in  the  East  North  Central  region.    The  smaller  cotton  crop  in 
the  cotton-growing  States  of  the  South  Atlantic  region,  together  with  the 
earlier  movement  of  the  tobacco  crop,  resulted  in  smaller  than  usual  sales 
of  crops  in  this  area,  in  October,  so  that  income  from  crops  was  only  13 
percent  above  October  last  year.    Government  payments  in  this  region  also 
totaled  somewhat  less  than  in  October  1Q40.    In  the  remaining  regions  re- 
turns both  from  crops  and  from  livestock  were  substantially  higher. 

The  increase  in  income  from  September  to  October  was  greater  than 
usual  in  the  East  North  Central,  South  Central,  and  Western  regions  and 
declined  less  than  usual  in  the  North  Atlantic  region,  but  in  the  South 
Atlantic  region  the  increase  in  income  was  somewhat  less  than  usual  and 
income  declined  instead  of  making  the  usual  seasonal  increase  in  the  West 
North  Central  region.    The  marked  increase  in  the  income  from  soybeans  and 
the  continued  high  level  of  income  from  wheat  and  truck  crops  in  the  East 
North  Central  region  were  important  factors  in  the  sharp  increase  in  this 
region.    In  the  South  Central  region  returns  from  cotton  were  unusually  large 
during  October,  and  in  the  Western  region  relatively  high  returns  from  wheat 
and  fruits  were  important  factors  in  the  greater  than  usual  seasonal  in- 
crease in  income.    Although  income  in  the  West  North  Central  region  declined 
instead  of  making  the  usual  seasonal  increase  from  September  to  October,  in- 
come in  this  area  continued  to  be  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier  partly 
because  of  the  relatively  large  quantities  of  wheat  sold  or  placed  under  loan 
during  October. 

Eor  the  first  10  months  of  lQ4l  income  in  all  regions  and  in  all 
States  except  Maine  has  been  somewhat  higher  than  in  the  corresponding  months 
of  1940.    The  increase  in  the  different  geographic  regions  ranged  from  l6 
percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  area  to  34  percent  in  the  South  Central  area. 
In  all  of  the  Cotton  Belt  Stages  except  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  and 
Louisiana,  where  the  194l  cotton  crop  was  sharply  reduced  as  compared  with 
1940,  income  has  recorded  a  marked  increase  both  because  of  higher  cotton 
prices  and  because  of  the  additional  returns  received  from  redemption  of 
cotton  formerly  placed  under  loan.     Income  in  the  principal  wheat-producing 
States  is  also  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier  as  the  larger  wheat  crop

has  been  sold  or  placed  under  loan  at  substantially  higher  prices  than  were 
received  in  1940.    The  increases  in  income  in  the  principal  livestock- 
producing  sections  have  been  slightly  less  than  in  the  wheat  and  cotton- 
growing  areas,  "but  in  all  States  income  is  substantially  higher  than  a  year 
earlier.     Smaller  returns  from  potatoes  for  the  first  10  months  of  19*4-1  than 
in  the  corresponding  months  of  1940  have  held  down  income  in  the  principal 
potato-growing  States,  but  during  the  last  few  months  income  from  potatoes 
has  been  substantially  higher  xhan  a  year  earlier  and  for  the  year  as  a 
whole  should  exceed  that  of  1940.     Through  October  smaller  sales  of  live- 
stock were  reflected  in  the  income  of  the  Range  States,  particularly  Wyoming, 
Colorado,  New  Mexico,  and  Nevada,  but  the  movement  of  feeder  livestock  from 
this  area  in  November  and  early  December  was  somewhat  larger  than  a  year 
earlier. 

North  Atlantic  Region 

Income  from  crops,  from  livestock  and  livestock  products,  and  from 
Government  payments  in  this  region  during  October  were  all  substantially 
higher  than  in  October  last  year,  and  total  income  including  Government  pay- 
ments recorded  an  increase  of  35  percent.    All  ota.tes  in  the  region  shared 
in  the  increase,  the  increases  ranging  from  22  percent  in  New  Jersey  to  53 
percent  in  New  York.    A  sharp  increase  in  the  returns  from  potatoes  and 
truck  crops  accounted  for  most  of  the  increase  from  income  of  crops,  and 
income  from  all  types  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  substantially 
higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

Jj.r  bhe  first  10  months  of  1941t  cash  income  and  Government  payments 
for  the  region  were  l6  percent  higher  than  in  the  same  months  of  1940.  In 
Maine  income  totaled  4  percent  less,  but  in  the  remaining  States  the  increases 
ranged  fro  in  6  to  21  percent. 

East  North  Central  Region 

Because  of  the  much  larger  sales  of  soybeans  in  Illinois  and  Indiana 
this  year,  income  from  crops  in  these  States  during  October  was  more  than 
twice  as  large  as  in  October  1940,  and  income  from  crops  in  the  region  as  a 
whole  was  up  78  percent.     Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  also 
was  sharply  higher  in  all  States  of  the  Region,  and  total  income  from  market- 
ings and  Government  payments  was  43  percent  larger  than  in  October  1940. 
The  increase  in  income  ranged  from  18  percent  in  Michigan  to  -57  percent  in 
Illinois,  and  from  40  to  44  percent  in  the  remaining  States. 

From  January  to  October  income  including  Government  payments  in  this 
region  totaled  25  percent  more  than  in  the  corresponding  months  a  year 
earlier,  the  increases  ranging  from  21  percent  in  Michigan  to  3  3  percent  in 
Wisconsin.    Returns  both  from  crops  and  from  livestock  were  somewhat  higher 
than  a  year  earlier,  but  Government  payments  were  smaller. 

West  North  Central  Region 

Continued  heavy  movement  of  wheat  from  the  principal  wheat-producing 
States  and  a  marked  increase  in  the  income  from  cotton  in  Missouri  were  the 
important  factors  in  the  77~percent  increase  in  income  from  crops  in  this 
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area  in  October.    Returns  from  livestock  for'-the  region  as  a  whole  from 
October  19*40  were  up  37  percent  and  were  sharply  higher  than  a,  year  earlier 
in  each  State.    Total  income  for  the  region  including  Government  payments  was 
37  percent  above  October  last  year.    In  Nebraska  sales  of  wheat  were  rela- 
tively small  and  Government  payments  totaled  much  less  than  a  year  earlier, 
resulting  in  a  1-percent  decline  in  income  compared  with  October  19*40,  but 
in  the  remaining  States  the  increase  in  income  ranged  from  2*4  percent  to 
over  100  percent. 

Income  from  farm  marketings  during  the  first  10  months  of  19*41  was 
32  percent  higher  than  in  the  corresponding  months  of  19*40,  but  Government 
payments  so  far  in  19*41  have  been  only  slightly  more  than  half  as  large  and 
income  including  Government  payments  was  up  only  2*4  percent.    The  increases 
in  income  ranged  from  9  percent  in  Nebraska  to  *46  percent  in  Kansas. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

Because  of  unfavorable  crop  conditions  in  much  of  this  area  during  a 
large  part  of  the  growing  season,  crop  production  was  sharply  reduced  and 
income  from  crops  increased  much  less  than  in  most  other  areas  of  the  country. 
During  October  income  from  crops  in  this  area  was  only  13  percent  larger  than 
in  October  19*40  despite  a  marked  increase  in  the  prices  of  cotton,  tobacco, 
and  truck  crops.    For  the  region  as  a  whole  income  from  marketings  and  Govern- 
ment payments  was  1*4  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    In  Delaware,  Vir- 
ginia, and  West  Virginia  income  was  3S  to  *43  percent  higher,  whereas  in  South 
Carolina  cash  farm  income  for  the  month  was  23  percent  less.    In  the  remaining 
States  the  increases  in  income  ranged  from  10  to  19  percent. 

Income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  payments  during  the  first 
10  months  of  I9UI  totaled  22  percent  more  than  in  the  corresponding  period 
of  19*40.     The  increases  in  income  ranged  from  8  percent  in  South  Carolina 
and  9  percent  in  Georgia  to  hi  percent  in  North  Carolina.     In  the  remaining 
States  the  increase  in  income  ranged  from  13  to  26  percent. 

South  Central  Region 

Returns  from  cotton,  peanuts,  rice,  and  wheat  during  October  in  this 
area  were  considerably  higher  than  in  October  19*40  and  income  from  crops  for 
the  region  as  a  whole  was  up  33  percent.    Returns  from  livestock  also  were 
up  sharply,  but  the  increase  was  much  less  in  Texas  than  in  other  States  be- 
cause of  the  relatively  small  marketings  in  that  State.    Total  income,  includ- 
ing Government  payments,  for  the  region  as  a  whole  was  25  percent  higher  than 
in  October  last  year.      In  Tennessee,  Alabama,  and  Mississippi  income  was  up 
sharply,  ranging  from  60  to  ~(Q  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.    In  all  the 
remaining  States  except  Texas  income  was  somewhat  higher  than  in  October  last 
year;  in  Texas,  income  was  12  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  because  of  the 
relatively  small  movement  of  cotton  and  livestock. 

For  the  first  10  months  of  19*41  income  from  crops  was  over  50  percent 
higher  than  in  the  same  months  of  19*40  and  returns  from  livestock  totaled  36 
percent  more,  making  an  increase  in  total  cash  income  from  farm  marketings 
of  *46  percent.      However,  Government  payments  have  amounted  to  only  about  75 
percent  as  much  as  in  the  corresponding  period  last  year  and  cash  income 
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including  Government  payments  was  up  only  3^  percent.  The  increases  in 
income  in  these  States  ranged  from  l6  percent  in  Kentucky  and  Louisiana 
to  52  percent  in  Arkansas  and  Mississippi. 

Western  Region 

Sharp  increases  in  income  from  wheat,  fruits,  and  truck  crops, 
together  with  moderate  increases  in  most  other  crops,  resulted  in  a  total 
income  from  crops       percent  larger  than  in  October  last  year.    Income  from 
all  livestock  also  was  up  sharply  and  total  income  from  farm  marketings  and 
Government  payments  was  U-0  percent  above  October  19^0.     Income  was  somewhat 
larger  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  except  Nevada,  where  reduced  income 
from  both  crops  and  livestock  resulted  in  a  12-percent  decrease  in  income. 
Increases  in  income  were  also  relatively  small  in  Hew  Mexico  and  Colorado, 
where  returns  from  livestock  were  only  slightly  larger  than  a  year  earlier, 
but  in  the  remaining  States  income  ranged  from  32  percent  to  more  than  100 
percent  above  October  last  year. 

Income  both  from  crops  and  from  livestock  from  January  to  October  was 
materially  higher  than  in  the  same  months  a  year  earlier  in  every  State  of 
the  region  but  Government  payments  for  each  State  were  lower.    The  increases 
in  income  over  January-October  19U0  ranged  from  16  percent  in  Wyoming  to  39 
percent  in  Arizona  and  averaged  28  percent  for  the  region  as  a  whole.
